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Veterans Taxes

One of the most acceptable 
pieces of legislation ever passed by 
the Alberta government in so far 
as servicemen: are concerned was 
the “Soldiers’ Relief Act,” which 
|provided that the home property 
of any serviceman was exempted | 
from taxation during his period of | 
jservice. This applied only to prop- 
erties which were the actual place 
of residence of a serviceman for at 
| least six months prior to his enter- 
ing the forces 

Unfortunately a fairly large num- 
ber of servicemen didn't know 
about the provisions of this act 
}with the result that they continu- 
jed to pay taxes, When they did 
| find out about it some of them dis- 
}eovered that the municipalities in 
|which they lived refused to make | 
jany refunds, although some munic- 
ipalities were very good about it 

During the session of the legis- 
jlature just completed I suggested | 
|to the minister of Municipal Af- 
|fairs, Hon, C. E, Gerhart, that the 
jact should be amended making it 
mandatory for the municipalities 
either to pay the veteran back or 
|give him credit for the overpay- 
}ment. With the sympathetic co- 
operation which he has always had 
|towards suggestions for helping 
veterans Mr. Gerhart held the bill 
and had the necessary amendments 
drafted into it , 


THE AMENDMENT reads 
“Where the home property of a 
| soldier has been listed by a munici- 
| pality on the register of home 
|properties pursuant to section 11 
}and such property was, prior to the 


date of listing, entitled to be 1 
ed as home property, any taxes 
paid by or on behalf of the soldier 
(includes sailors and airmen) with 
respect to the home property 
which were levied between the 
first day of January of the year in 
which the soldier became a soldier 
and the date of the listing of the 
home property hereinbefore refer. 
rd to, shall be repayable, and the 
municipalities to which such taxes 
were paid shall, if the aforesaid 
soldier or his estate makes applic 
tion for repayment within «s 
months of the coming into force «( 
this amending act, be liable to re. 
pay the amount of the taxes to the 
aforesaid soldier or his estate, and 
the said amount shall be a debt 
owing by the municipality to the 
soldier or his estate, as the case 
may be.”

THIS RATHER LONG sentence, 
}is metely a lawyer's Way of saying 
if you were entitled to exemption 
and paid taxes before you w 
aware of jt the municipality m 
|pay you back. Another section pro- 
|vides the some concession for de- 
|pendents of servicemen who have 
been qualified under the act by 
the action of a judge, 

While not a great number of 
servicemen are affected by th 
{legislation it will make a lot of 
difference to those who were un- 
fortunate enough to make pay- 
|ments before they knew they were 
exempted from tatation and found 
that their municipdlity was inclin- 
ed to stand on a lieral interpreta- 
tion of the act. 


‘Having It Both Ways

OTTAWA; It was once said of 
an American congressman that he 
had stayed in office for 20 years 
by voting against all taxes and for 
}all expenditures, This is by no 
means an American practice, as 
anyone who follows our own House 
of Commons is quick to see 

No party is more vocal about the 
need for reduction of taxes than 
the Conservative group led by Mr 
Bracken. After several warm-up 
pitches, Mr, Bracken finally blazed 
across a fast curve calling for a 
30 percent tax cut. 

Mr. Bracken, in his performance 
to date, has outdone most of his 
backbenchers in suggesting ways 


and means of unbalancing a bud-| 


get. He wanted the government to 
get out of the minor tax fields to 
the tune of $72 millions a year. He 
wants the government to proceed 
with its social security plans, The 
cost, depending on the scope, 
would run to several hundred mil- 
lions. Then he wants higher prices 
for dairy products 


MR. MERRITT ALSO wants some 
sort of federal subsidy of low rent- 
al housing. He did not go into de- 
tail 

Mr. Fulton, of Kamloops, came 


out for a T.V.A. for British Col- 
umbia, to be built with federal | 
money: The Adams, Shuswap 


Thompson and Fraser rivers could 
be dammed, The power produced 
could be used to pump water into 
arable sections above the dams 

The ideas of Mr. Manross of 
London, Ont., are more modest. He 
wants the tax removed from soda 
pop and candy bars. He urged that 
pensions be paid to all blind people 
at the age 21 years. This would 
only require $600,000 odd a year 

Mr. Art Smith. Calgary, wants 
the government to build a bob sled 
run at Banff and in addition turn 
the place into a winter sports par- 
adise. This would be expensive, 
but Mr. Smith felt it would attract 
many tourists. 

Mr, Menary, Wellington North, 
wants the government to institute 
a contributory old age pension 
plan. The Government would con- 
tribute about $145 millions a year, 
on our calculation, 

Mr. Garfield Case, Grey North 
wants a $50 old age pension at the 
age of 70.

LONDON, (ONA)— British arch- 
ecologists are never happier than | fj 
when they discovér a monument Is 
even older than they had suspected. | 
Accordingly, there is considerable | 
joy in their ranks now that they 
have found the celebrated British 
monument, Stonehenge, goes back 
many hundreds of years farther 
than most laymen had thought 

As a result of intensive work be- 
fore and since the Second World 
War, it has been determined the 
weird collection of stones on Salis- 
bury Plain, goes back to about 1200 
B.C.—which is old, even for Eng- 
land. 

The news is a bit discomfiting to 
romantic novelists who have always 
pictured cowled and gaunt Druidic 
monks revolving solemnly in some 
ancient rite before the mightly and 
inscrutable stones. For cold facts 
now tell us the Druids were the 
Stonehenge tenants only in rela- 
tively recent times, about 200 B.C 
And that is 1,000 years too late for 
the streamlined archeologists of 
today, 

Spokesman for the latest discov- 
eries is Prof. Stuart Piggott. The 
facts as voiced by him add up like 
this: 

On the site of Stonehenge a 
group of invaders ‘from Europe, 
known in archeological circles as 
the “Beaker people,” raised a sanc- 
tuary or temple consisting of a cir- 
cular ditch enclosing a circle of 
wooden uprights. (You can see the 
postholes today.) That would be 
very long ago—say between 1900 and 
2000 B.C 

After a few hundred years, the 
old place began to look a bit run 
down, as even the best religious 
edifices will. In the meantime, the 
Beaker people prospered, established 
trade-routes, slid imperceptibly 
from the Stone Age, through the 
Copper Age and into the Bronze 
Age, and presumably one day une 
of them said to another: “It strikes 
me that old place of ours down Sai- plastic 
isbury way needs a little smartening 
up.” S 
So, putting aside their work on 
arrowheads and bronze gadgets, the 
public-spirited Beaker people rallied 
around, possibly raised a subscrip- 
tion, ripped out the decaying old 
wooden uprights (they may hav 
been similar to totem poles), and re- 
placed the entire business with up- 
to-date dressed stone
